1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The declaration of 
Dr. Rao et al. regarding the Wu references establsihes that the compositions are essentially the 
same and that no appreciable difference in the Tg would be expected. This is supported by the 
teachings of the Choi reference (filed 10/06/2008) in the right hand column of page 1015. The 
exposure conditions ion the inventive process are the cause of the difference in the permanence 
of the grating, not merely the Tg and there is no motivation to change the exposure levels in Wu 
et al. There are significant differences in the azo doped media and azo pendant media regarding 
the formation of permanent gratings. The formation of the permanent gratings in the inventive 
process is therefore novel and unobvious.
